NEW YORK (AP) — The New 
York World’s Fair has gone into 
hibernation for six months. 
The 
billion-dollar 
exposition 
closed at midnight Sunday after 
a six-month run. 
Fair officials said it was a 
financial success 
although 
it 
failed to live up to attendance 
and revenue projections made 
before its opening last April 22. 
Fair records showed a total of 
33,373,446 persons visited the 
fair during the first season— 
considerably short of the esti­ 
mated 40 million forecast last 
March. 
A total of 200,076 visitors 
passed through the turnstiles 
Sunday 
for 
the 
final 
public 
glimpse of the exposition until it 
reopens April 21.

Soviet Chief 
Outlines His 
New Policies 


MOSCOW (AP) — The new 
leader 
of 
the Soviet Union, 
Leonid I. Brezhnev, proclaimed 
today a policy of peaceful coex­ 
istence, 
disarmament 
and 
equality 
among 
Communist 
parties. 
Brezhnev made his first per­ 
sonal statement of policy since 
the removal of Nikita Khrush- 
shchev in a speech to a Red 
Square reception for the three 
latest Soviet cosmonauts. 
Brezhnev made no reference 
to his takeover last Wednesday 
of Khrushchev’s position as first 
secretary of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist 
party. 
Khrushchev 
has 
disappeared since then. 
In a 20-minute address from 
atop Lenin’s Tomb, Brezhnev 
said “some people express dis­ 
quiet that the Soviet Union is 
far ahead of the United States" 
m space flight. Some esimates 
say two years ahead, some five 
years, he added. 
“We are pleased that the 
Soviet Union is ahead, but we do 
not consider cosmic research as 
some kind of a race," Brezhnev 
said. It is part of Soviet creative 
work in all fields for the benefit 
of man, he said. 
Thousands roared their we! 
come to the three cosmonauts, 
the first a week ago to circle the 
earth in a multiseat spacecraf. 
Brezhnev, Alexei N. Kosygin 
who took over Khrushchev’s job 
as premier, President Anastas 
I. Mikoyan and Mikhail Suslov, 
a member of the party Presidi­ 
um, were out at the airport to 
meet the three. The cosmonaus 
had 
flown 
1,250 
miles from 
space headquarters. 
They hugged the trio — Col. 
Vladimir Komarov, commander 
of the spaceship, scientist Kon­ 
stantin Feoktistov and Dr. Boris 
Yegorov. 
After a triumphant ride from 
the 
airport, the new cosmo­ 
nauts, the members of the par­ 
ty’s Central Committee presidi­ 
um and five of the previous six 
cosmonauts lined up atop Len­ 
in’s Tomb. Waves of cheers 
swept the vast square. 
Brezhnev 
told 
the 
crowd 
standing 
under 
the 
Kremlin 
walls that a Leninist policy 
would be followed. He empha­ 
sized the “ Leninist principles of 
leadership.” This was a refer­ 
ence 
to 
collective leadership 
rather than one-man domina­ 
tion of the Soviet government. 
The Communist party newspa­ 
per Pravda has accused Khru­ 
shchev — since his unexpected 
fall — of developing his own 
“cult of personality" and ignor­ 
ing others. 
Soviet foreign policy, Bre­ 
zhnev said, is built “on the un­ 
shakable basis of the Leninist 
principle of peaceful coexist­ 
ence." He called a reduction of 
international tension “the only 
policy reasonable under mod­ 
ern conditions" and said “all 
honest people must agree. 
“We stand for complete dis­ 
armament" and for strengthen, 
ing the United Nations “in the 
interests of peace,” Brezhnev 
said, adding: “We stand for ef­ 
fective security in Europe.” 
He advocated unity of the 
world Communist 
movement— 
is now torn by the dispute be­ 
tween Moscow and Peking, with 
some parties trying to keep 
neutral. 
A list o f slogans published 
Sunday in Moscow suggested to 
Western observers the possibili­ 
ty of a Soviet approach aimed 
at persuading Red China to join 
in a drive to ban all nuclear 
weapon testing. 
The statements also called for 
developing 
and 
strengthening 
friendship with the people of the 
United 
States, 
Britain 
and 
France, the world’s non-Cam- 
munist atomic powers. 
The 
slogans 
published 
in 
Pravda for the Nov. 7 celebra­ 
tion of the Bolshevik revolution, 
urged an all-encompassing ban 
on all types of nuclear tests.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
American government is still 
puzzled, and no wonder, about 
why Nikita Khrushchev is n o w 
among the unemployed. 
When Moscow anounced last 
Thursday that Khrushchev had 
been bounced as No. I man, 
President Johnson admitted he 
was baffled. 
He did the same Sunday night 
in his 
nationwide 
broadcast: 
“We do not know exactly what 
happened.” 
Khrushchev, like Stalin, held 
the two most important jobs: 
premier and secretary of the 
Communist party. He lost both. 
The puzzle began there. 
The reasons for firing him 
were given as age and ill health. 
He is 70 but very active. 
Then the new leadership ac 
cused 
him 
of 
“harebrained 
scheming, 
bragging, 
phrase 
mongering” 
and 
“armchair 
methods.” 
But the two top new leaders 
who split his two jobs between 
them were his proteges and 
right-hand men: Leonid I. Bre­ 
zhnev, 57, secretary of the par­ 
ty, and Alexei N. Kosygin, 60, 
premier. 
Right after calling him “hare­ 
brained” 
the 
new leadership 


said it would continue his poli- 
cies. 
If that’s not confusing enough, 
there’s the history of jiggling 
and juggling inside the top lead­ 
ership from away back. 
If that history repeats itself, 
as it probably will, Brezhnev 
and Kosygin are only temporary 
front men and the real leader is 
playing quiet or hasn’t emerged 
yet. 
In 1952, the year before Jo­ 
seph Stalin died, one of his most 
trusted aides, Anastas Mikoyan, 
got so enthusiastic about his 
boss that he shouted in public: 
“Glory to Stalin.” 
There was more of the same 
by others in 1953 when Stalin 
died, particularly in the funeral 
orations by three men in leader 
ship. 
Georgi Malenkov called him 
the “greatest genius of humani 
ty.” Malenkov got one of Stal-

Selective Boosts 
Seen by Dec. 31 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Odds 
favor selective steel price hikes 
before the end of the year, but 
competition from imports and 
domestic nonferrous materials 
and worries over the govern­ 
ment’s reaction serve as deter­ 
rents, Steel Magazine said to­ 
day. 
The metalworking weekly ad­ 
ded there’s general agreement 
that the market will support 
higher prices, but steel produc­ 
ers also are concerned about 
he impact that p r i c e hikes 
would have on auto prices and 
contract talks with the United 
Steelworkers of America. 
Major producers are virtually 
unanimous in favoring higher 
prices, 
with 
companies 
that 
have often opposed price boosts 
now asserting they are not get­ 
ting enough money for their 
steel, the magazine said. 
“Imports of all (steel) pro­ 
ducts are running well ahead 
of l a s t year’s record pace,” 
Steel said. “Through July, they 
totaled 2.6 million tons and were 
22 per cent higher than those of 
the 1963 period.” 
The magazine said imports 
would 
deter 
U.S. 
producers 
from boosting their prices on 
such products as welded p i pe 
and 
merchant 
wire, 
but 
wouldn’t prevent selective hikes 
on sheets, plates and bars. 
The strike against General Mo­ 
tors, Corp. caused a decline rn 
steel shipments last week al­ 
though producers booked new 
orders at a fast pace.

this week will be slightly higher 
than the estimated 2.6 million 
tons produced last week, when 
the output was the highest since 
the week ended June I, 1963. 
The magazine’s price compos­ 
ite on the prime grade of steel 
making scrap — No. I heavy 
melting — was unchanged last 
week at $36.50 a gross ton. Its 
composite on finished steel also 
held steady at $151.80 a net ton.

Telephone Magic 


Those who thought the telephone 
had reached its ultimate in both digits 
and usefulness were wrong. That is the 
word from the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., which has unveil­ 
ed a monster of electronic marvels de­ 
signed to do just about everything with 
a telephone except carry on a conversa­ 
tion singlehandedly, and there probab­ 
ly are plans in the works to do that also. 
Electronic switching is what it is, but 
what it does is create a household man­ 
ager out of your telephone. It will op­ 
erate an oven, transfer calls from one 
house to another automatically, log on 
a magnetic memory board the number 
ol a busy line and ring back both the 
callers and the receiver when both lines 
are free, 
and 
allow 
numerous tele­ 
phones to be hooked into a single con­ 
versation simultaneously. 
It may also, in conjunction with the 
pushbutton 
telephones slowly 
being 
made available throughout the country 
enable an American subscriber to dial 
directly to telephones in distant parts of 
the world, and enable the telephone to 
be used as a signaling device in any 
number of business uses. 
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This telephone of the space age is 
still in the future for many communi­ 
ties, but the first exchange — one of the 
nation’s busiest located in New Y o r k 
City — will be in operation before the 
end of next year. In most other com­ 
munities the changeover from electro­ 
mechanical to electronic dialing w i l l 
take place in order of the antiquity of 
the present equipment. 
More than $12 billion and 35 years will 
be required to complete die transition, 
according to AT&T Chairman Freder­ 
ick Rappel. 
Telephone communication was an ex- j 
citing pastime in its infancy, not only 
because of the newness of the instru­ 
ment but because of the hours frequent­ 
ly spent trying to reach a single party 
(who probably had to be located down 
the road by the only telephone subscrib­ 
er in the area). 
Telphone communication of the fu­ 
ture will not only be unerring in its ab­ 
ility to track a party anywhere in the 
world, but a little frightening in some 
of the other things it will do around the 
home and in industry.

T h e so - called “conspiracy”, 
against him included Bukharin, 
a rather scholarly right - wing 
theoretician; Tomsky, a trade 
unionist; Rykov, another Soviet 
right-winger and Leon Trotsky, 
who attacked the government 
from the Far Left. Bukharin 
and Trotsky would have been 
mortal enemies, of course, if 
they had ever had c a u s e to 
tangle over the question of pow­ 
er, but this made no difference 
to Stalin when he put all his 
ememies into the same bin. 
Well, the

NEW YORK (AP) — The 1964 
presidential 
campaign 
may 
seem lackluster and less than 
enthralling so far, but it has 
touched off a parallel contest — 
call it “The Battle of the Books” 
— that is making history. 
Seldom if ever, has an elec­ 
tion generated so much writing, 
pro and con, about the candi­ 
dates and the issues. 
In circulation today are mil­ 
lions of copies of books, hard 
covers, soft covers, standard 
biographies, 
newly 
published 
examinations of “extremism,” 
and “spoof” books made up of 
cartoons and photographs. 
A representative of Publishers 
Weekly, trade journal of pub­ 
lishing, 
estimates 
that 
more 
than 50 books relating to the 
campaign are on the shelves. 
Said an executive of a New 
York publishing bouse, “In over 
30 years in this business, I have 
never seen anything like it.” 
What’s causing it? 
There are almost as many 
answers to 
this question as 
there are books. 
One is that high passions, pro 
and 
con, 
swirl 
around 
both 
President 
Johnson 
and 
Sen. 
Barry Coldwater. Each has his 
ardent adm irers and fervent 
feelings about the New Deal, to 
go back to the 1930s, to Franidin 
D. Roosevelt and the jagged 
detractors. You would have to 
find the equivalent of today — 
but a flood of books, tracts and 
pamphlets did not appear then. 
Are the publications affecting 
the campaign?

The frequently voiced com­ 
ment was, “Well, if what that 
book says about Johnson isn’t 
true, why doesn’t he deny it, or 
sue, or something?” 
Haley said in an interview 
that his latest figure on the sale 
of the book was around 7.3 mil

copies.

weeks ago,” he said. “It may be 
around eight million now.” 
Haley said he had researched 
the subject “over a period of 
many years.” He wrote it in six 
months, he said, and the first 
copy came off the presses last 
June 15. He declined to identify 
the firm “up north” that printed 
the first copies. 
He said he did not submit the 
manuscript to an established 
book-publishing house “because 
I felt sure they would want to 
emasculate it.” 
But, Haley said, “no group 
whatever, no party and no indi­ 
vidual had anything whatever to 
do with the conception, financ­

distribution of the book.” 
A number of biographies of 
Johnson 
have 
appeared

another book is subtitled, “A 
Candid Look at the President’s 
Policy Makers.” 
A 
publication 
bearing 
the 
President’s own name is titled, 
“ My Hope for America.” It is 
organized into 13 chapters that 
deal with the presidency and the 
problems confronting the nation 
today, 
at home and abroad. 
Spelling out “ My Hope,” the 
book says: 
“ Reality 
rarely 
matches 
dream. But only dreams give 
nobility to purpose. 
“This is the star I hope to 


follow — which I know most of > 
you have seen, and which I first 
glimpsed many years ago in the 
Texas night.” 
A book critical of Coldwater 
is subtitled “Extremist of the 
Right.” It describes him as a 
“nuclear-tipped 
rocket,” 
“in­ 
temperate,” and a man with “a 
salesman’s 
personality.” 
It 
quotes him as saying, in Sacra­ 
mento, Calif., last March 4: 
“This extremist thing is not 
worthy of discussion at any 
responsible level, unless ifs the 
left-wing extremists who are in 
government. I just can’t for the 
life of me see how extremism — 
as it has been explained to me 
— can have any bearing on the 
issues in this or any other state. 
Ifs an issue for small minds.” 
Sam 
Brightman, 
deputy 
chairman of the 
Democratic 
National Committee, said this 


book 
is 
advertised 
in 
“The 
Democrat,” the party’s news­ 
paper. The ads say that the 
book can be obtained through 
the national committee. 
But Brightman said, “We’re 
just a transmission agency.” 
He said local and state com­ 
mittees are using other books 
about Coldwater for fund-rais­ 
ing purposes. 
Several biographies claim to 
show, in statements attributed 
to the senator, what he has said 
on a wide range of issues. 
Sources and dates are given for 
each statement. 
Along with the straight stud­ 
ies of “extremism,” a comic 
“nonbook,” as the authors call 
it, kids extremists on both the 
right and left. Example, in a list 
of definitions: 
“Wall-eyed fanatic — An East 
Berliner who wants to get into 
West Berlin.”

He mentioned some grades of 
plate, some grades of sheet and 
bar products.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The 
pollsters probably will pick Ohio 
State as the nation’s No. I coll­ 
ege football team. And few can 
dispute the Buckeye claim. 
Saturday’s 17-0 thumping of 
Southern 
California, 
coupled 
with top-ranked Texas’ 14*13 loss 
to Arkansas, should provide 
enough credentials for the Buck 
eyes to graduate from the second 
spot. 
In registering their second 
straight shutout to become the 
defensive standouts in the Big 
Ten, the Bucks held tile highly- 
touted Trojan offense to 64 
yards on the ground in 29 rushes. 
The defenders also picked off 
three enemy passes and a pair 
of fumbles to run their four- 
game “steals” to 17. Eight times 
after the turnovers the Bucks 
have moved in to score. 
Coach Woody Hayes, who 
watched his boys avenge last 
year’s 32-3 loss to the coast club, 
was high in his praise of the 
current edition—and he must 
have an unexpressed hunch it 
can go all the way to the title 
and the Rose Bowl bid. 
Another big test pops up Sat­ 
urday as Ohio entertains Wis­ 
consin which knocked Iowa’s 
three-game winners from the 
unbeaten list Saturday by 31 to 
21. In addition to that one, the 
Badgers have beaten Kansas 
State 17-7, and lost 31-7 to Notre 
Dame and 28-7 to Purdue. The 
latter is tied with Ohio a 2-0 
for the top spot in the Big Ten, 
while the other eight hase suf­ 
fered conference setbacks. 
Purdue still has Iowa, Illinois, 
Michigan State, Minnesota and 
Indiana to play in the loop, 
while Ohio must get past Wis­ 
consin, Iowa, Northwestern and 
Michigan.

Humphrey Airs 
Jenkins Scandal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey says he 
knows of no security leak in the 
case of Walter W. Jenkins who 
resigned last week as a top 
assistant to President Johnson 
following disclosure of two ar­ 
rests on morals charges in five 
years. 
The Democratic vice presi­ 
dential nominee said the situa­ 
tion was a great personal and 
family tragedy for Jenkins, but 
he knew of no security leak or 
weakness. 
“lf there had been, we would 
have heard about it,” he said. 
Secretary 
of

Treasury 
Douglas Dillon said the Secret 
Service issued Jenkins a White 
House pass in 1961 after receiv­ 
ing a one-line report from the 
FB showing that on J a n . 16, 
1959, the FBI received Jenkins’ 
fingerprints from the District of 
Columbia police on a charge of 
**Inv Sup Person” — investiga­ 
tion suspicious person. 
“No disposition of the charge 
was shown, and there was no 
further indication of the nature 
of the charge,” Dillon said in a 
letter to Nicholas de Katzen- 
bach, acting attorney general. 
Dillon said the head of the 
Secret Service section involved 
“did not evaluate the FBI crim­ 
inal report as involving a seri­ 
ous matter” and it was not 
brought to the attenion of high­ 
er Secret Service officers, a n y 
member of the White House

In Rescue 


WALTHAM, Mass. (AP) — 
The chances of a quick rescue 
for downed airmen, even if they 
are injured or unconscious, is 
increased 
considerably 
by a 
new vest pocket, two-way radio, 
according to Sylvania Electric 
Products Inc. 
The 
company is delivering 
the new radio to the U. S. Navy. 
The unit provides 
two-way 
communication between down­ 
ed airmen and searching ships 
or aircraft and it automatically 
emits a signal on a distress fre­ 
quency as soon as a flier’s para­ 
chute opens. The set’s battery 
furnishes enough power to op­ 
erate the signal 24 hours. 
It is said to be the first op­ 
erational 
ultra-high-frequency 
radio built using thin film cir­ 
cuit wafers. 


JOHANNESBURG, South Af 
rica (AP) — One of South Af- 
ricas best known ‘‘scientific ex­ 
ports,” the platanna frog, is rap­ 
idly being done out of its job 
— the pregnancy test. 
For years now the frog has 
been used by doctors all over 
the world to find out, within 24 
hours of the test, whether a 
woman was pregnant or not. 


This stemmed from the discov­ 
ery by a South African doctor 
that a frog would ovulate within 
24 hours if it was injected with 
urine from a pregnant woman. 
But now a new three-minute 
test evolved in the United States 
and claimed to be more simple 
and accurate than the frog test 
is being used by more and more 
doctors and the frog is losing 
its usefulness.

Money Down 
The Drain 


PRETORIA, S o u t h Africa 
(AP) — More money goes down 
the drain in this country than 
most people would believe. 
A new banknote disposal in­ 
stallation used by the S o u t h 
African Reserve Bank gets rid 
of old banknotes by pumping 
them into the Municipal sewage 
system. 
Previously the money went up 
in smoke. 
The 
bank 
used to 
burn old notes in an incinerator, 
but there was always the danger 
of the building catching fire. 
The new plant will crush an­ 
nually 
about 80 tons of 
old 
banknotes worth the equivalent 
of IOO million pounds ($280 mil­ 
lion). The crushed paper is mix­ 
ed with water and then pumped 
into the sewage system.

The Army Field Band has 
appeared in all 50 states, Mex­ 
ico, Canada, the United King­ 
dom, E u r o p e and the F a r 
East. Concerts in small com­ 
munities as well as large cities 
have brought the world’s great 
music to many areas not tour­ 
ed by other major bands. 
The band has won considera­ 
ble fame outside the country as 
the result of t h r e e tours spon­ 
sored by the Department of the 
Army and the State Department. 
The Bandsmen have earned of­ 
ficial p r a i s e as America’s mu­ 
sical ambassadors of good will, 
and are credited with bringing 
about better people-to-people un­ 
derstanding through music. 
The Field Band toured eight 
countries in the U n i t e d King­ 
dom and Europe in 1952. T h e 
United Kingdom tour was high­ 
lighted by performances at t he 
opening of the Edinburgh Music 
Festival and in Royal Festival 
Hall in London. Major concerts 
in E u r o p e w'ere given in sites 
such as the 
Oympic Stadium 
in Berlin, Luxembourg Gardens 
in Paris and the Concert Hall in 
Amsterdam.

THE BAND 
toured 
Europe 
again in 1957, appearing in 12 


countries. It was the first serv-j 
ice band of the U n i t e d States 
ever to 
play 
in 
Yugoslavia, 
and the first major U. S. Army 
Band to appear in portugal, Nor­ 
way, Denmark and Monaco. Ma­ 
jor c o n c e r t s were presented 
in sites such as the Municipal 
Stadium in Belgrade, St. Mark’s 
S q u a r e in Venice and Tiv­ 
oli Park in Copenhagen. 
The first all - airborne tr i p 
made by “The K i n g s of t h e 
Highway’* was the tour of t h e 
Far East in 1958. A total of 45 
concerts in 41 days was present­ 
ed in Hawaii, Japan, Korea and 
Okinawa. There were special 
performances for U. S. and U.N. 
t r o o p s and the President of 
Korea as well as a television pro­ 
gram broadcast to all parts of 
Japan. It was the f i r s t group 
of visiting artists ever to receive 
a standing 
ovation 
in 
Yoko­ 
hama. 
The Army Field Band was the 
first major band of the armed 
forces to present concerts in 
Alaska as a state. A dozen ap­ 
pearances were made there in 
1959, soon after statehood was 
achieved. 
In addition to concert tours, 
the Army Field Band is called 
upon to participate in a varie­ 
ty of ceremonial events. It has 
marched in Presidential In­ 
augural Parades, escorted the 


President on special occasions, 
p l a y e d for visiting heads 
of state in Washington and ap­ 
peared at important celebra­ 
tions elsewhere. The 
b a n d 
takes part in radio and televi­ 
sion programs and has played 
many concerts for high school 
audiences as well as at Vet­ 
erans hospitals and military 
posts. 
The Army’s most - traveled 
band was organized in March, 
1946, by then-Captain Chester E 
Whiting. He commanded a n d 
directed the band until his retire­ 
ment as a lieutenant colonel in 
October, 1960. The Band was 
placed under operational con­ 
trol of the Army Chief of Infor­ 
mation in 1948. 
All concert tours are made as 
directed by the Secretary of the 
Army, and performances 
are 
open to the general public, free 
of charge. 
On tour in the United States, 
the band normally travels in its 
own 10-vehicle motor convoy of 
three large busses, five heavy 
trucks and two sedans. It is sig­ 
nificant that in thousands of 
miles of operation, often under 
adverse weather and highway 
c o n d i t i o n s , The Army F'ield 
Band has achieved an enviable 
safety record. No injury to per­ 
sonnel has ever occurred a n d 
there has not been an accident 
for 13 years.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Studies indicate that if 
an 
astronaut walked about the sur­ 
face of the 
moon for a week, 
every square inch of his space 
suit would lie 
bombarded 
by

crometeorites. 
A suit only four-hundredths of 
an inch thick would protect him 
for that period.

Dark Spots on 
Food, Textiles 


NEW YORK (AP) — A dual­ 
element photosensitive d e v i c e 
has been designed (by Sylvania 
Electric Products Inc.) to de­ 
tect dark spots on food and tex­ 
tiles. 
The device was designed to 
meet the need for a d v a n c e d 
quality control systems in both 
textile and food processing indus­ 
tries. 
T h e photosensitive elements 
are composed of strips of cad­ 
mium sulfide, segmented by the 
electrode 
pattern in such a 
way that each strip is several 
cells connected in series. 
Because of the dual element 
design, changes in temperature 
and light have little or no effect 
on operation. 
In a typical food application, a 
one - half - inch field on a french 
fried potato conveyor is moni­ 
tored for blemishes measuring 
1-16 inch in idameter. 


Old Industry 
NEW Y O R K (AP) — The 
manufacture of glass bottles is 
one of man’s oldest industries. 
It started in Egypt some 4,000 
years ago. The crude vials of 
those days were

turned out by hand, while to­ 
day’s slick containers are ma- 
chinemade at the rate of some 
25.5 billion a year in the U. S. 
alone, according to the Glass 
Container Manufacturers Insti­ 
tute.

Colonel 
Bierly composed the official 
march of the 88th Infantry Di­ 
vision, entitled “Blue Devils.” 
For meritorious wartime serv­ 
ice, Colonel Bierly was award­ 
ed the A r m y Commendation 
Ribbon. 
Returning from Europe to 
the U. S. in 1934, he was as­ 
signed as bandmaster of the 
258th Army Ground Forces 
Band. In June, 1946, he was 
assigned to the newly organiz­ 
ed U. S. Army Ground Forces 
Band, w h i c h was later re­ 
designated as The U. S. Army 
Field Band. 
From 1946 until he assumed 
command of the Band in Nov­ 
ember, 1960, Colonel Bierly was 
executive officer and assistant 
director of the Field Band and 
played an important role in de­ 
velopment of the band into one 
of the world’s finest musical or­ 
ganizations. 
Colonel Bierly is a member of 
many civic and fraternal organ­

Scientists See Valuable Use for Bacteria 


VANCOUVER (AP) — Dr. P. 
G. Tussell and a team of five 
University of British Columbia 
scientists are working on the 
problem of getting mineral-eat­ 
ing bacteria to extract metal 
from low-grade ore. 
The bacteria have been able 
to get 80 to 90 per cent of the 
copper and almost all the nick­ 
el from test s a m p l e s , during 
laboratory experiments, Dr. Tus­ 
sell says. 
He explains that the bacteria 
■ thiobacillus ferro-oxidans — 
change metal sulphides to sul­ 
phate form by the addition of 
oxygen. In the sulphate form the 
metal can be washed from the 
ore with water. 
The bacteria will eat a very 
low grade of ore which would 
otherwise be uneconomical to 
use, he says. And they can ex­ 
tract 
tin, 
iron, 
molybdenum 
and silver as well as copper and 
nickel. 
“These bacteria have b e e n 
working for us for 
centuries 
without our knowing it. The sui 
phates came out dissolved in 
mine water and the companies 
extracted the metal. Now that 
we know it’s the bacteria we 


can put them to work more effi­ 
ciently.” 
The scientists hope to c o rn e 
up with a system in which the 
bacteria can be sprinkled over a in remote areas.

At least two traffic lanes to 
be used for emergency purposes 
during P u m p k i n Show are 
being established by city police. 
Chief Robert Temple said 
these lanes will allow access 
and exit in case of Ares or 
other emergencies. Police and 
fire vehicles will have first 
priority in using them. 
One of the lanes will start in 
the vicinity of the First Nation­ 
al Bank parking lot and the al­ 
ley that rims east and west be­ 
tween the Savings Bank and 
Montgomery Ward. The emer­ 
gency path which extends east­ 
ward to Wes Edstrom Motors 
and then north to Watt St. 
The second lane will be in the 
vicinity of the W. Franklin St. 
Parking lot and the alley that 
leads onto W. Main St. next to 
the J. C. Penney Store.
